4. Women Anarchists, 
One From Uganda List, 
Flee West Berlin Jail 


BERLIN, July 7 (Reuters).—Four women anarchists, including 
one whose release was demanded by pro-Palestinian hijackers in 
Deganda last week, escaped from a top security women's jail in 


West Berlin today. 


Using at least one gun and apparently with outside help, the 
four locked up two female guards in the prison library before scaling 
the prison walls with knotted bed sheets. Spikes scattered on the 
road outside later punctured the tires of a police car.

German territory, immediately called on the international police 
organization Interpol snd concentrated their search on border 
crossings. Among the fugitives was S3-year-old Inge Viett, one of
